AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 26.—The C.P.R. steamships Pom- 
eranian and Medora have been sunk by German submarines, accord- 


ing to information brought here today by the captain of a vessel! 


arriving from England. ‘The sinkings oc@urred only a few miles 
west of the British Isles, he said. 

Both ships were bound for American ports. 

The mariner said the destruction of the Pomeranian is a mys- 
tery in British shipping circles. Only the second engineer of a crew 
of sixty was saved, he declared. He asserted that no trace ever was 
found of the other members of the crew after the vessel, following 
a muffled explosion in the hold, sank in shallow water. The 
engineer climbed into the rigging after the ship righted lierself on 
the bottom, and was picked up by a patrol boat. 

The crew of the Medora took to the boats when their ship was 
torpedoed. The U-boat commander is said to have made the captain,

| Subjects of Vital Importance Are 
Ably Dealt with by 
Experts

Very fine papers and addresses were 
|given at the afternoon session of the 
Child Welfare institute on Wednesday 
| besides a very much appreciated vocal 
| solo from E, M, Shildrick and Maypole 
exercises by the Oliver school pupils 
under the direction of Miss Thomp- 
son. Dr. T. H. Whitelaw, M.H.O., 
explained very thoroughly to the audl- 
ence a set of lantern slides on infec- 
tious diseases and food supply, which 
were most instructive and interesting. 
Dr, A. I, Anderson acted as chairman 
in the absence of Dr. J. A. McPherson, 
president of the Academy of Medicine, 
| <An excellent paper on “The Proyin- 
cial Health Department Program” 
‘was read by Miss Sargeant, public 
health nurse, in the absence of Dr. T. 
J, Norman, who wrote regretting hits 
inability to be present and deliver the 
address in person. The paper was a 
very thorough and Interesting synopsis 
of the present provincial program, 
| Taking up the subject of preventative 
diseases, the paper gave much useful 
information. The changes to the 
| public health act which is now in 
force In respect to the control of in- 
| fectious diseases, was outlined, 
| Measles and whooping cough as the 
}cause of many deaths were treated 
with in a most convincing way, show- 
|}ing how necessary it was that these 
diseases should be prevented, and giv- 
ing them their true position as serious 
| diseases, which are and have been 
| treated by the public as inconsequen- 
} tial. Other diseases were given with a 
| list of the illnesses and weaknesses as 
| resultant, 

| The paper also mentioned the sanitar- 
jum to be erected near Calgary in 


| Which one-quarter of the space was to 


| be allotted to tuberculosis patients, 

Infection from tuberculosis wag al- 
so taken up, the speaker saying this Is 
contracted in two ways by the infant, 
by open cases of tuberculosis through 
the sputum and also through milk. 
Venereal diseases, the Municipal Hos- 
pital Act, and the Institute for the 
feeble-minded, were other subjects 
ably and clearly treated and explained 
in the paper. In conclusion, the Public 
Health Nurse, her duties, responsibili- 
ties and qualifications, were most in- 
terestingly laid before the audience, 
The proposed future pregram of the 
Health Department brought a fine 
paper to a close, 

Dr. J. D. Harrison was intensely 
{interesting in his address on “Deform!- 
ties in Orthopodic Surgery.” Early 
recognition of the deformity was the 
principal point made by the speaker 
in opening the address. Examining 
the school children and watching day 
by day, detecting at once any deform- 
ity and reporting the samewas saving 
time, money and suffering, not only 
to the child, but the parent and the 
state,

The subject of “Some Ph: of 
Child Welfare in Older Citta was 
intensely interesting, especiuliy in the 
face of the backwardness of Canadian 
cities in general, in taking hold of the 
all important and yital movement. 

The speaker spoke under the topics 
of: Early Work in Social Settlements 
of New York and Boston; The De- 
velopment of the Nurses Settlement on 
Henry Street, New York; The Or- 
ganization of a Municipal Bugsau of 
Child Hyglene in New York; and the 
Nation-wide Work Conducted by the 
Children’s Bureau at Washington tin 
Co-operation with all ready existing 
women's organizations throughout the 
United States,

Property Can be Taken 


by Owners Who Have Paid 1917 Taxes 
Paying Prior Arrears by Instalments 


“Any person having paid 1917 
taxes can obtain two years to pay 
the prior arrears, also there ts the 
Power in council to make special 
agreements for payments under 
section 88 of the charter amend- 
ments of 1918." 

The above quotation from a letter 
written by the city solicitor to the city 
commissioners, and published in The 
Bulletin of Wednesday, had the ef- 
fect of causing a good many people to! 
eoncern themselves with the idea of 
whether they could not make some ar- 
rangenient with the eity for the re- 
demption of their property under the 
conditions named in the extract. 

lor the benefit of these people and 
others some further explanation 
should be given as to its meaning. The 
paragraph is perfectly correct am it 
stands, only the addition of one or 
two words would haye made its mean- 
ing much clearer. 

What it means is that any person 
Who paid 1917 tuxes before December 
Uist of last year, and who has prop- 
erty now in the tax sale can go to the 
city assessor and arrange to make an 
agreement to pay the arrears of taxes 
in tnsiaiments, and in consequence of 
this agreement the property will be 
taken out of the tax sale. 

What a number of people read in- 
to the extract was that they could now 
go to the city and pay the 1917 taxes 
and make @n agreement to pay the 
arrears, and thus redeem their prop- 
erty, but the city officials say that this 
deduetion is not correet, 

Council's Resolution 


The whole thing arises out of the 
resolution passed by the eity eouneil 
last year, when they agreed that iax- 
payers shoyld be allowed to enter into 
agreements for the payments of ar- 
rears, This was passed on October 
Sard and a minute of the resolution 
reads as follows 

“Payment ef arrears of taxes; re- 
eommending that as an inducement 
to tax payers to pay arrears an 

greement be entered into that up-

taxes. 

It has since been decided that per- 
sons who paid 1917 taxes before De- 
cember 31st and did not entey into an 
agreement to pay arrears hb instal- 
ments at the time of this payment of 
the 1917 taxes, can now go to the elty 
assessor and make such an agreement, 
which will have the effect of keeping 
the property from the tax sale. 

What Many Want to Know. 

What a lot of people now want to 
know is whether they eannot pay the 
1917 taxes, and then make an agree- 
ment in respect to the arrears, 

The matter hag beer taken up with 
the city officials, and the city conimis- 
sioners and the city solicitors say “No,” 
and that the ruling only effects people 
who have previously pald 1917 taxes 

The eity solicitor holds out this hope 

-the city counell, if they so desire, 
have the power to order that, by pay- 
ment of 1917 taxes and vhe entering 
into of an agreement to pay the ar 
rears, that property could be released 
from the sale, 

Indeed, the city solicitor points oyt 
that in this direction of the making of 
agreements the council was piven very 
Wide powers by the charter amend- 
ment of 1918.

The proper purpose of conscrip- 
tion is to equalize the burden of 
military service.

Exemptions from military ser- 
vice because of conscientious ob- 
jJeetion have been amongst the 
most fruitful causes of protest 
jagainst conscription. Besides ex- 
cepting altogether from the opera- 
tion of the act of 1917 all clergy, | 
all members of religious orders, all 
ministers of religion, all Mennon- | 
ites and all Doukhobors:, exemption | 
was provided in the act for con- 
scientious objectors generally. A | 
man was entitled to be exempted

“Conscientiously objects to the 
undertaking of combatant service 
and is prohibited from so doing by 
the tenets and articles of faith in| 
effect on the 6th day of July, 1917, |

Under this provision members | 
jof the Society of Friends—or 
Quakers—and some other denom- 
inations holding like dodtrines as 
to the sinfulness of war, were ex- | 
empted.
